Mr,  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Repoi*t  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  1958  including  a report  on  the  Port  Health 
Area. 


The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  at  12,3^  showing  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year  of  40.  The  corrected  birth  rate  I7.8  compares 
favourably  v;ith  that  of  England  and  Wales  16. 4 while  the  corrected  death  rate 
8.2  and  infantile  mortality  rate  18.9  conpare  very  favourably  v/ith  the  Country 
as  a whole,  the  rates  being  respectively  11.7  and  22.5.  This  infantile 
mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

Although  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  received  was 
408,  measles  accounted  for  36O.  Except  for  Pneumonia  there  were  no  deaths 
from  infectious  disease.  Similarly  to  last  year  four  new  cases  of 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  - no  deaths  occurred.  Prom 
September  vaccination  against  Poliomj^elitis  was  given  to  15-25  year  old 
group  and  although  217  v/ould  represent  only  a small  percentage  it  is 
anticipated  that  during  the  current  year  very  many  more  in  this  age  group 
v/ill  be  vaccinated. 

During  the  year  tv/o  factories  designated  as  offensive  trades  were  opened 
at  Marsh  Works,  Oare,  adjacent  to  another  factory  which  processes  fertilisers 
from  hoof  and  horn.  Rather  numerous  complaints  have  been  received  from 
inhabitants  of  a village  about  kOO  yards  away  concerning  nauseous  odours,  and 
the  Council  as  well  as  adopting  the  Model  !^e-Laws  relating  to  offensive  trades 
are  pursuing  vigorously  a policy  which  is  hoped  v/ill  prevent  these  factories 
sending  their  offensive  smells  into  residential  areas. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  proceeded  smoothly  throughout 
the  year  but  occasionally  a heavy  burden  is  piit  upon  the  small  staff  of  one 
Health  Inspector  as  in  the  case  of  the  Lebanese  apples  of  which  a proportion 
of  250  tons  had  to  be  inspected  and  dozens  of  sanples  sent  to  the  County 
Analyst • 

There  were  no  new  areas  submitted  for  slum  clearance  during  the 
year  as  there  would  be  an  inevitable  v/aiting  time  following  representation 
in  December  of  the  previous  year  of  the  relatively  large  Upper  Brents 
conpulsory  purchase  area.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  proposed  initial  slum 
clearance  programme  it  is  estimated  that  almost  80  houses  remain  to  be  dealt 
with  which  will  still  leave  a number  of  rather  substandard  properties 
especially  when  viev;ed  from  amenity  standards. 


I would  like  to  thank  ^'Ir.  Hum  your  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the 
willing  and  pleasant  manner  in  which  he  carries  out  his  duties  and  also 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  and  advice  during  the  year.

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SECTION  III 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASE^ 


The  number  of  infectious  disease  cases  notified  during  1958  was  408, 
being  89  more  than  the  previous  year,  i.e.  319  cases  in  1957 • 

Measles  accounted  for  3^0  notifications  as  against  74  during  the 
previous  year.  Measles  has  occurred  in  the  Borough  every  year  during 
the  past  decade,  and  does  not  appear  to  follow  any  pattern  - two  major 
outbreaks  occurring  after  four  years  vdiilst  tv/o  other  epidemics  occurred 
biennially.  The  disease  was  mainly  mild. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  kept  at  a relatively  low  level  during  the  past 
decade  - the  disease  is  mild  and  the  majority  of  the  patients  are 
nursed  at  home.  The  criterion  for  admission  to  hospital  depends  nov;  on 
the  socia,l  curaamstances  of  the  family  and  has  no  relationship  to  the 
severity  of  the  disease. 

Three  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  as  against  202  in  the 
previous  year  - as  the  level  of  immunisation  against  this  disease  is 
built  up  major  epidemics  should  disappear. 

Total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  occurring  and  the  number 
admitted  to  Hospital  and  total  deaths  from  diseases  are  sho’wn  in 
Table  V and  the  age  distribution  of  cases  occurring  is  shovm  in 
Table  IV.

G-eneral  Sajaitary  Circumstances 


(a)  Water  Suf 


There  has  been  no  alteration  under  this  heading  during  the 
year#  Water  is  pumped  by  the  Paversham  Water  Coc^any  from  their 
punping  stations  at  Ospringe  and  Ccpcon  to  their  reservoir  at 
Porter's  Lane  after  chlorination  at  Copton*  Eleven  samples  were 
taken  by  the  Company  for  bacteriological  examination  and  four  for 
chemical  analysis  during  the  year.  The  results  were  highly 
satisfactory.  Of  a total  of  4-, 478  houses  in  the  Council’s  district 
10  do  not  receive  a main  supply.  These  are  mainly  in  the  Ham  Farm 
and  Hollow  Shore  areas  where  the  supply  is  from  a constantly 
running  artesian  bore. 


(b ) Drainage  and  Sewerage 

270  yards  of  new  sewer  v/ere  laid  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  the  Council's  Lovrer  Road  Housing  Scheme. 


This  service  is  undertaken  under  the  direction  of  the  Borough 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  house  and  trade  refuse  being  disposed  of  at 
the  tips  at  Preston  and  Ospringe  brickfield. 

( ) School  Sarj.itatj.Qn 

As  reported  last  year  this  is  generally  satisfactory  and  v/ell 
maintained. 


(e ) Public  Conveniences 

The  naintenace  of  the  public  conveniences  is  carried  out  under 
the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  There  were  no 
alterations  during  the  year  and  the  conveniences  are  well  maintained. 


The  two  camps  in  the  district  at  Queen  Court  and  Yfestwood  Court 
were  occupied  during  the  season.  With  the  advent  of  the  hop-picking 
machine,  one  of  which  has  been  installed  at  Queen  Court,  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  number  of  people  nov/  accommodated  at  this  camp 
will  decrease  accordingly  in  subsequent  years.

(b ) Meat 


The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  at  Flood  Lane  continues  to 
operate  under  the  direction  of  a syndicate  of  local  butchers. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  sho'wed  another 
decrease  on  the  preceding  year,  3^235  being  slaughtered  in  1957 
and  2,959  in  1958 j a difference  of  276. 

The  slaughterhouse  is  maintained  in  as  good  a condition  as 
can  be  expected  in  viev/  of  its  age  and  amenities  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  considerable  alterations  and  additions  will  become 
essential  in  the  light  of  new  legislation. 

18  cvrts.  13lbs.,  of  meat  and  offal  was  condemned  on  account 
of  diseased  conditions  during  the  year.

Approxir.iately  1 ton  15  cwts.  of  assorte^d  foodstuffs  were 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consun^tion,  these  being  mainly 
tinned  products,  miscellaneous  groceries,  fish, etc.. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  over  8-^  tons  of  imported 
assorted  finit,  1,359  cases  of  gi'ape  fruit  and  13,243  boxes 
of  apricots  which  had  been  consigned  to  Messrs.  East  Kent 
Packers  foi"'  sorting  were  condemned  on  account  of  decomposition. 
This  firm  also  undertook  the  immense  task  of  cleaning  over 
250  tons  of  imported  Lebanese  apples  found  to  be  contaminated 
with  lead  arsenate  a.s  the  result  of  residual  spray. 

(d)  Preparation  of  Preserved  Food 

Fish-frying,  the  cooking  of  hams,  etc.  and  sausage 
manufacture  are  included  under  this  heading  and  tv;enty -seven 
premises  are  registered  for  these  purposes. 

Routine  inspections  v/ere  made  and  the  premises  found 
to  be  v/ell  maintained  generally. 

(e ) Ice-Cream 

Fifty -seven  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream.  None  is  manufactured  in  the  district  but  is 
sold  in  a pre-packed  condition  as  received  from  the 
manufacturers . 

(f ) Ealce  houses 

There  are  seven  bakehouses,  and  routine  inspections 
have  shown  them  to  be  generally  v/ell  kept.

3»  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation

Offensive  Trades 


During  the  year  two  factories  scheduled  as  offensive  trades 
were  established  at  Marsh  V/orks,  Oare,  on  the  site  of  the  old  gun- 
powder factory.  These  industries  process  v/aste  from  butchers'  shops, 
etc.,  for  the  extraction  of  fat,  animal  feeding  stuffs  and 
fertilizers . 

They  are  the  first  industries  of  the  kind  to  be  established  in 
the  Council's  district  and  it  will  be  essential  that  suitable  i^'-elav^s 
be  adopted  to  control  satisfactorily  their  operation. 

Immediately  adjoining  these  factories  is  one  established  in  the 
old  power  house  which  processes  iii:qported  hoof  and  horn  material  by  the 
use  of  super-heated  steam.  Although  this  is  not  scheduled  as  an 
offensive  trade  the  operation  gives  rise  to  an  extremely  unpleasant 
odour  V7hen  steam  from  the  apparatus  is  discharged  into  the  air  at 
intervals  and  several  complaints  have  been  received  in  consequence 
since  the  factors'-  commenced  operations.  As  a result  a request  was 
made  to  the  Manager  to  attend  before  the  Health  Committee  to  discuss 
the  matter.  At  the  interview  the  Manager  assured  the  Committee  that 
his  firm  were  anxious  to  avoid  causing  annoyance  and  that  a firm  of 
commercial  chemists  were  experimenting  ?/ith  a masking  agent  with  a view 
to  minimising  any  objectionable  odour  caused  by  the  processing.  This 
natter  is  being  kept  under  close  observation.
